TIIK .MAVOK AM) TllK AUDIT. 

We are not anrpriaed to find the con- 
duct of the Mayor at Wednesday niijht'a 
meeliiig of the liuard of Aldermen 
is a matter t>f general surprise and 
disapprobation. The subject beioru 
the Itoard was one of a very 
suriiuis nature. The" mauageuient of the 
tiiiaiiues of the city in a matter requiring 
the mu.st careful attention on the part of 
every roiueaontativo of the ratopayera. 
Il ia their lirat and moat inipurtaut duty 
to see that evorj' dollar of tho taxes ia 
judiciously ex[)endod and bonoatly ac- 
oountial for. They should tolerate no 
looseiie.s.i in the keeping of the civic ac- 
counts, and it ia incumbent on them to 
act in such a way that they should not be 
so much as suspected of winking at any 
thing like irregularity on the jmrt of tho 
otlicials who are entrusted with the duty 
of collecting and expondiiiL! the people'a 
money. They sliould act in such a \vay 
that the ratepayers would feel certain that 
not a cent of the jiulilic money can be, 
with tlieir knovvledLte and conaenL, either 
wasletl lU' aloleii. It was in accordance 
with this duty that the Board caus- 
ed a .sijecial audit of tlio city'.? 
linanees to be made. Thuy apjiointod 
men to do the work whom they consid- 
ered honest and capable. When these 
auditors sent in their report every disin- 
terested and intelligent citi/.en must see 
that it was the duty of the aldonnon 
give it immediate and earefid uiniaidera- 
tion. This they should do both as guar- 
diuna of the interests of the ratepayein 
anil as friends of the otlicials. No honoat 
and ellicient oHicial ia afraid of the most 
aearchini^ ominiry into the iiiannur 
which he perforiiis his duties. Thia i.i 
particularly the case with those who arc 
connected with the financial department. 
If rumors had been raised reflecting on 
their character and capacity they should 
be tho very Hrst to demand an iiivestiga 
tien, and their friends on the Hoard 
ahouldjfor their aakes, insist upon that in 
veatigation being thorough and aoarching, 
When the rejiorl of tlie auditors ivas sent 
in one would niturally aujipoae that 
friends of the ollicials, coiiscioua of theii 
iniioeeiice, wouhl he the lirat Lo propose 
thai il he received and read. Ivnowin 
that there was nothing to hide tlioy wouhl 
tvelcoute .the result of the audit with 
pleasure. Feeling satisfied that tlie boat 
way to allay suspicion and to silence ru- 
mors prejudicial to the eliuracter of the 
ollicials w<mld be to give the greatest pos- 
sible publicity to the findings of the aud- 
itors ihoy would he eager to have the report 
placed heloro the hoard with the least 
poaaiblo delay. When it waa kimwii 
therefore that the ainUtors had coiujiletcd 
their work ,iijd had aeiit in their repoi 
il. wa.s expeded tli;it not a liioiiieiit woul 
be lost in placing il before the board and 
ill taking action upon it. When it was 
not laid before that body at tho first meet 
iiig after it had been phiced in the hands 
of the cliairuian of the tinanee coiiimittuc, 
])eople were surprised uud wondered at 
the cause of the deliiy. That surprise and 
wonder were increased when it waa seen 
that the mayor evinced an unaceountahl 
reluctance to have the report read. When 
he took the very irregular course of ilis 
cussing the dociiineut before it was laidiu 
the faille. I ( is not surprising thai iiilol 
ligont alderineii acipiaiiited wiih tho pro 
per form of procedure and the rules o 
debate took exception tu the courao hi 
was pursuing and insisted upon its beiii)- 
read b'efuro it was discussed. If the 
speaker of any legishitive assembly or the 
chairman of any delibenttivo body arrogat 
(id lo himself tho powers claimed by 
iMayor (irant ho would soon lind men in- 
telligent enough and indeiiondont enough 
to reiiiiiid him lliaL the jiresiiling ollicer 
shoiilil keep within the line of his duty, 
and to insist upon freely exercising their 
rights whether bo liked it or not. The 
impropriety and even the iudoceiicy of 
tho presiding ollicer of the board utk- 
ing the leading part in a debate 
must strike every one ab all acquaiiitud 
, .^ilh tlio'riileS|Uud .uwgOB of deliberative 
. bodioB. There can be but one o'xiiuse for 
the man who does so, which is that hi; 
knows no better. The report was not the 
proporl.y of the Mayor in any sniise. Il 
waa made by tho order of tlio Hoard and 
iL of right, lielotiged to tho Board. The
